Yet there must be 
unskilled workers in order that the 
skilled workers may be kept employ- 
ed. 

No doubt Canada could obtain all 
the foreign labor it requires if it let 
down the immigration bars, and threw 
the doors wide open to all and sun- 
dry who cared to come. But Can- 
adians have made up their minds not 
to repeat the-mistakes of the past. 
The industrious, law-abiding, physic- 
ally fit and morally clean of afl the 
white races will be welcomed, but no 
longer will the offscourings of Eur- 
ope, the mentally deficient, the mor- 
ally leperous, the physically unclean 
and weak, be allowed to enter Canada 
“to pollute this country, carry infec-

Plowing Should Be Completed Early 
In July at the Latest 

The chief purposes of the summer- 
fallow are to store moisture and to 
kill weeds. ‘Rains falling on freshly- 
plowed land are more readily absorb- 
ed. The water is «retained better, 
partly because the surface can be eul- 
tivated to reduce evaporation and 
also because there is no loss by the 
transpiration through the leaves of 
weeds. The latter is an important 
consideration, as it takes about 500 
pounds of water to produce a pound 
of dry matter in common weeds. 
Furthermore the rains falling on 
plowed land help to firm it, and na- 
ture thus does for nothing what costs 
money jf done by mechanical means. 
The plowing should be completed 
early in July at the latest, 

Plowing should be deep, at least 
seven inches, to provide a good re- 
servoir for moisture. Follow the plow 
with the harrow, preferably a section 
attached to the plow, unless there is 
danger of drifting. In that case pack 
instead of harrowing. The weeds 
may be kept down and a mulch of 
small lumps and granules maintained 
by using the duckfoot cultivator. The 
disc pulverises the soil of a eummer- 
fallow unduly and increases the ten- 
dency to drift.

THE .ATLANTIC COAST 


They Will Convoy Ships and Watch for Submarines—Ministet 
Of Naval Services Acknowledges Help of the United States 
In Formation of Service 


Hon. C. C, Ballantyne, minister of 
naval services for Canada, authorizes 
the following statement on the royal 
Canadian naval air service, the  or- 
ganization of which was decided up- 
on some weeks ago: 

The establishment of an air ser- 
vice in Canada, intended primarily 
for the defence of the Canadian 
coasts during the war, has been und- 
er consideration for some time, but 
various difficulties, chiefly concerned 
with the supply of the necessary ma- 
terial, have prevented this being 
formed before. Early in 1918, how- 
ever, the government considered that 
the formation of an air service for 
coastal defence was of vital and im- 
mediate importance to Canada, and, 
as it was felt that this service should 
be of a naval character and should 
work in conjunction with the R.C.N,, 
the matter was brought strongly be- 
fore the notice of the British ad- 
miralty. 

They were in complete agreement, 
and sent-out an airship officer, Flt.- 
Commander Barron, ex-R. C. N., in 
March, 1918, to inquire into the gen- 
eral possibilities. The United States 
government lent the services of an 
experienced civil’ engineer, Lieut. 
Johnson, U.S.N., and acting on the 
reports of these officers, the admiral- 
ty and air minister consented to send 
out more officers, including one for 
general organization, assisted ~by a 
small staff, together with two exper- 
ienced seaplane officers for command 
of the stations. These officers artiv- 
ed in this country on Dominion Day 
and have, up to date, been settling 
details of the preliminary organiza- 
tion, in conjunction with the director 
of naval services, Admiral. Kingsmill. 

Preliminary arrangements are now 
sufficiently advanced’ to warrant fur- 
ther details of the policy and organ- 
ization of the service being given to 
the public. The title of the service 
will be the Royal Canadian Naval Air 
Service, with. ranks of officers and 
men on similar lines to those former- 
ly used in the R.N.A.S. 

The uniform for officers will be 
dark blue serge, cut on military lines, 
with naval-shaped cap and - badges 
distinctive from ‘the R. C, N., but jn- 
dicative of the title of the service. 
The uniform for men will be. similar 
to that formerly in use by the R, N. 
A.S., and the discipline will be naval. 
Rates of pay have not yet been com- 
pletely settled, but will not be less 
than those in force in the R.A.F, 

The thanks of the Canadian  govy- 
ernment are due to the American gov- 
ernment for the latter having so gen- 
erously consented to supply the per- 
sonnel for Canada’s royal naval air 
service, until such time as Canadian 
personnel could be properly trained 
to take thei. places. The American 
government has, as well, rendered ev- 
ery assistance possible to the minis- 
ter of the naval service by allocating 
the necessafy machines, which inclide 
acroplanes, airships and kite  bal- 
loons. The presence of hostile sub- 
marines on the Atlantic coast, how- 
ever, necessitated the immediate 
adoption of measures to cope with 
them, and the minister of the naval 
service and his technical officers have 
lost no ‘time in arranging for ade- 
quate air defence, and now make the 
official announcement that machines 
are flying on the Atlantic coast, ready 
to bomb hostile submarines and to 
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escort convoys and perform other ef- 
ficient services. This has been ac- 
complished with the splendid aid and 
assistance of our ally, the United 
States, 3 

Subsequent to former press notice, 
a great number of applications for 
cadetship have been receivéd for a 
comparatively small number of va- 
cancies at the moment, Owing to 
this small number of vacancies, it is 
felt that a large smumber of rejec- 
tions will cause considerable disap- 
pointment, and although the applica- 
tion list is now closed, it is hoped 
that further expansion of the service 
may permit of it being re-opened, 
while those candidates selected, but 
not yet required, will be put on the 
reserve. 

For the first enlistment of cadets 
efforts are being made to give each 
province the proportion of cadetships 
that its population warrants in com- 
parison with other provinces. Pre- 
paration has been made to train 
flight cadets in the United States, 
with the exception of a small num- 
ber of airship cadets who will pro- 
ceed to England for training. 

The preliminary organization for 
the provision of the necessary num- 
ber of men is being completed, and 
applications will very shortly be en- 
tertained, notice of which ‘will appear 
in the press in due course. Men with 
experience in the following trades 
will be asked for; Internal combus- 
tion engineers, fitters, turncrs, sheet 
metal -workers, acetylene welders, 
cabinetmakers, boat builders, . photo- 
graphers, and men with storekeeping 
or ee office experience, together 
with a nun’ber of men for misctel- 
laneous unskilled duties a: later 
date, ‘ 

The militia departnient have ex- 
pressed themselves as willing to re- 
lease those required. The age limits 
will be between 23 and 40, the train- 
ing of skilled men carried out in the 
U.S.A., and it is hoped that the im- 
portance of the work, together with 
the generous schedule of pay now be- 
ing drawn up willbe sufficient to 
attract men possessing good techni- 
cal abilities and other necessary 
qualifications of a high order. 

It is to be noted that a small per- 
centage of the best skilled men will, 
after completion of training and from 
reports of ability and conduct shown 
during training, be given commis- 
sions as technical officers while the 
necessary senior non-commissioned 
ranks will be filled in the same way. 
Unskilled men will be required for 
working parties and paid on a lower 
scale, but it is intended to give facil- 
ities for those men to. graduate into 
the»ranks of the skilled men, 

The naval minister wishes to reit- 
erate what has been said before, that 
no applications .have been, or will be, 
entertained from anyone in or on the 
reserve of the R.A.F., and that all ap- 
plications from men in military © or 
naval units must be accompanied by 
the written concurrence of their com- 
manding officer. 

The position of former Canadian 
R.N.A.S. officers now in the R.A.F., 
who wish to transfer after the war, 
will receive every consideration, but, 
j}as clearly stated, for the time being, 
no applications can be entertained 
\from officers or men in the R.A.F. It 
is, therefore, hoped that a ready re- 
sponse will be given by the public 
to the requirements of the R. C, N.

Eighty Canadians 
Blinded in War 


Some Sent Back to England for 
; Training 

A blinded man to care for the blina 
is the policy of the department of 
soldiers’ civil re-establishment, as 
indicated in an announcement at Ot- 
tawa by Sir James Lougheed _ that 
Captain E. A. Baker, whose _ sight 
was destroyed by a German bullet in 
France three years ago, has been ap- 
pointed tosthe department’s  voca- 
tional staff to care for blind soldiers. 

Captain Baker, prior to his enlist- 
ment, graduated from Queen’s as an 
electrical engineer. He had served 
just thirty days in Flanders when 
his vision was destroyed, but in that 
bfief period he had won the Military 
Cross and the Croix de Guerre. He 
was trained at St. Dunstan’s hospital 
for blinded soldiers in London, Eng- 
land, and as a result has been able 
to resume his old profession, being 
employed as “trouble manager” for 
the Hydro-Electric Power Commis- 
sion at Toronto. 4 

Altogether, there have been about 
eighty members of the Canadian 
forces blinded _ since the beginning 
of the war, and the war department 
has decided that all blinded Cana- 
dians shall be trained at St. Dun- 
stan’s.. Captain Baker intends to at 
once ¢stablish an arrangement for 
the training of. blinded Canadians 
in this institution, before they _re- 
turn to~Canada. Already’ a number 
of blinded soldiers who have~ re- 
turned to Canada have been sent 
back to England for training,

OLD ENGLAND'S ARMY AS SOLID AS MON RRLANG 


American Writer Boasts for Great Britain — Says She Kaows No 
End to a Struggle Save Victory or Death and Has a Bad 
Record for an Ambitiots Despot to Face 


We must not let our delight in the 
astonishing achievements of our boys, 
bearing themselves like veterans on 
the bloodiest battleelds in history 
and against the most _ intensively 
trained troops ever sent into action, 
blind us to the other ‘big things’ that 
have been and are being done in this 
tremendous tournament of the  na- 
tions. Even in our appraisement of 
the-great deeds of our allies, we have 
naturally dwelt chiefly upon the un- 
expected and the gloriously bizarre— 
the slaying of the Goliaths by the 
daring Davids. We have not stopped 
to comment on the solidity of Mont 
Blanc. - 

But it is after all on the solidity 
of the Mont Blancs that we build. We 
all knew the stuff of which Old Eng- 
land was made. What she has done 
in this war—quietly, unboastingly as | 
is her wont—has surprised no one 
who knew English character, English 
stamina and English history. Imag- 
inative writers have mentioned vyari- 
ous moments at which the blundering 
bully of Berlin lost the war and his 
chance to conquer and enslave the 
world; but those who take long views 
of things and recognize the primal 
forces which haye shaped the destiny 
of nations since the disintegration of 
the Roman empire will agree that the 
doom of Germany’s despotic ambi- 
tion was sealed on the day that Brit- 
ain’s councillors wheeled that nation 
into line with the forces of freedom. 

So they entered upon the task “of 
bringing down—to paraphrase Kip- 
ling—the Beast that walked like a 
Man. They were under obligations 
to send some eighty thousand  sol-. 
diersto help the French, The kaiser, 
measuring their honor by his own 
thought they would perfunctorily and 
literally redeem this pledge, and let 
it go at that. Hence his remark about 
their ‘contemptible little army.’ The 
fact is that Great Britain alone has 
sent on land and sea a total of six 
anda quarter millions.

Over eight millions in- 
stead of eighty thousand—a- hundred 
in place of one. That is the British 
way. When we send fifteen million 
we will have done as well—but not 
till then. an : 

England was no more a_ military 
nation than America when the war 
began. She learned to fight by fight- 
ing—and dying. We are profiting to- 
day by her tragic experiences, Thou- 
sands of American lads will come 
home to us alive dnd whole. because 
thousands of our blood-brothers from 
the British Isles have been killed and 
mutilated—and have taught us how 
to escape, Britain made her armies 
while France and her own navy held 
the wap, and then she poured them 
into France and Flanders by the mil- 
lion to fight back the eruption of Cave 
Men that threatened to submerge civy- 
ilization. 

“What the English have done in this 
war is too recent to need recapitula- 
tion, They gradually took over great- 
er and greater sections of the front. 
They first fought defensive actions 
with all the dogged courage for which

overseas dominions, thus disposing o 
one of the vilest, meanest, most - Bo 
tardly lies of the whole Satanic Ger- 
man propaganda which charged that 
the English were putting their colon- 
ials and their allies in the forefront 
of the battle.

Export Trade of 
Certain Commodities 


Ottawa.—A resolution supplement- 
ary to the production of an act to 
give the government power to regu- 
late the exportation of any commodi- 
ty produced or manufactured in Can- 
ada when circumstances call for such 
restrictions was introduced in the 
house of commons by Sir Robert 
Borden. 

The prime minister explained that 
strong representations had _ been 
made that in the interests of the pub- 
lic, it would be necessary to restrict 
export of such articles as coal, sugar 
and newsprint. He asked parliament 
to postpone the usual discussion of 
the resolution so as to be able to 
permit the bill to be introduced forth- 
with. It would be referred to a sel- 
ect committee of parliament which 
would probably have some revision to 
make, and then the bill could be de- 
bated in the house in committec. 

In reply to the objections of Jac- 
ques Bureau, Liberal member for 
Three Rivers, Sir Robert said that he 
hoped the select committee would 
find some way of meeting the emer- 

ency which had called for the bill, 

hich would take out of the hands of 
the government the great responsibil- 
ity involved in carrying it out. 


Name British Objections 


Marine Bill Would Prevent Use of 
Other Than U. S. 
Ships 

Washington.—British objections to 
the enforcement of the new Ameri- 
ean merchant marine bill are under- 
stood to be based principally on two 
sections of the measure. 
The first prohibits the carrying of 
merchandise in other than American 
ships between American ports via a 
foreign port. This would stop freight 
carriage between the United States 
and Alaska over Canadian railroad 
lines or in Canadian ships, which has 
grown into a business of magnitude. 
The other section directs the pres- 
ident to abrogate all treaties which 
restrict the right of the United States 
impose discriminatory duties upon 
foreign shipping entcring American 
ports,

Labor Gazette Reports A General 


Movement of Prices 
Upward 


Ottawa. The Labor Gazette re- 
ports that in prices the general. move- 
ment continues upward, increases in 
grain, fodder, livestock, fuel, build- 
ing materials and furnishings slightly 
more than offsetting decreases in 
eggs, milk, hides, textiles and*in raw 
furs. 

In retail prices the average cost 
of a family budget of staple foods in 
60 citics was higher, rising to $16.65 
at the middle of May, as compared 
with $15.99 in the middle of April, and 
$7.42 in May, 1914. The chief in- 
crease was in potatoes, which averag- 
ed $6.15 per bag, as compared with 
$4.78 in April, Sugar also advanced, 
averaging 21.7 cents per pound for 
granulated, as compared with 19.5 in 


April. There were slight increases in 
some meats, and in several of the 
other lines, with decreases in eggs 


and milk. Coal and coal oil were al- 
so upward, and rents averaging con- 
siderably higher. 


Eulogizes Canada 


Manchester Guardian Says Dominion 
Never More Attractive to 
The Emigrant 


London.—The Manchester Guard- 
ian publishes a special Canadian num- 
ber containing a message from Sir 
George Foster. He says: 

“Canada welcomes every intimation 
of 'a renewal of interest and enter- 
prise as displayed in the press and 
the business community of the 
Motherland in reference to overseas 
possibilities of which they have too 
long been neglectful.” 

The Guardian, editorially, says that 
nobody acquainted with the temper 
and aspect of the Dominion since the 
war can fail to partake of her optim- 
ism, nor, at the same time, fail to 
be impressed with the welcome mod- 
eration and sanity that characterizes 
it. There is no trace of the excessive 
booming so dangerous to her repu- 
tation in pre-war years, it éays. 

Continuing, the Guardian says: 

“On the contrary, both provincial 
and federal governments together 
with such responsible bodies as the 
United Farmers, are showing genuine 
anxiety to secure that investor and 
immigrants are given reliable facts 
and figures, and that the operations 
of the speculator shall be discouraged 
Throughout the Dominion there is 
manifest an anxiety to be done with 
machine politics; the rule of the in- 
terests and the pull of the lobbyist; 
never, indeed, in her history, has Can- 
ada been a more attractive land to 
the immigrant with political ideas.” 


Will Not Trade With Bolshevists 

Brussels.—In official quarters den- 
ial was made of a report that Belgium 
would, join in the negotiations with 
Gregory Krassin, Bolsheyiki minister 
of trade and commerce, for a resump- 
tion of commercial relations with So- 
viet Russia.

Ottawa.—It was learned that lead- 
ers on both side of the house of com- 
mons expect prorogation by the end 
of this week. Many members, how- 
ever, do not think the house will rise 
before July 1 at the earliest.

Internationalization of the Port of 
Constantinople Provided in 


Turkish Treaty 


London,—Limited internationaliza- 
tion of the port of Constantinople 
and its inclusion within the zone of 
the straits is provided in the provis- 
ional terms of the Turkish treaty. 


This is disclosed by an official sum- 
mary of the purisdiction provided for 


the* inter-allied commission of con- 


trol. 
Granted its own flag, budget and 
separate origin, the commission by 


the lines of the boundaries fixed for 
the “zone of the straits,” 
authority over a larger 
than some of the smaller nations of 
Europe. Made almost sovercign in 
itself, the commission is to be prac- 
tically independent of the League of 
Nations, as stipulation is expressly 
made that should it. find liberty of 
passage ot the straits interfered 
with, it shall take such measures as 
may be deemed necessary to 
serve the freedom of the straits, 

The zone includes not only tho 
Bosphorus, Sea of Marmora and the 
Dardanelles, but also three miles off 
shore from the mouth of the Dardan- 
elles, and the Bosphorus and the 
Acgean Islands of Samothrace and 
Imbros, Tenedos and Lesbos. A land 
zone is also provided extending from 
10 to 17 miles northwest of the Sea 
of Marmora and 8-28 miles. southeast 
of it. 

Its northwestern limit is. partly 
common with the district of Smyrna, 
55 miles southeast of the entrance to 
the Dardanelles. The zone also in- 
cludes an area on the western side of 
the Gallipoli peninsula which Turkey 
concedes to Great Britain, France 
and Italy for war memorials and ce- 
meterics, :

To Preserve Peace 


Organization of New International 
Body Under Way at The 
Hague 

The Hague.—The conclusion of the 
jurists invited by the League of Na- 


tions to meet in this capacity for the 
Organization of a permanent interna- 
tional court of justice opened its ses- 
sions here. The conference was in- 
augufated by Leonard Bourgeois, pre- 
sident of the French associated soci- 
eties of Paris. 

“The terrible lessons of the war,” 
said the French statesman, “were ne- 
cessary to make the peoples of the 
world understand that the basis of 
peace betwéen nations did not lie in 
force.” He declared that the propos- 
ed court would be a really permanent 
body, not merely a court. of arbitra- 
tion, and that it would render deci- 
sion from which there would be no 
appeal. It would be necessary, he 
added, to have a strong organization 
to carry out the decisions which 
would be made in future by the body 
to be organized.

There are some good smut mach- 
ines on the market, The best of these 
treat the seed in a satisfactory man- 
ner, They can be used profitably on 
the larger farms. 

“If the grain is sown when it is 
still damp and swollen, the seeder or 
drill should be set to make allowance 
for the swelling. Usaully one-half 
bushel more of barley or wheat and 
three-quarters of a bushel of oats will 
be required than of dry grain. 


Prospects Are Bright 


Ranching District Is Gradually Giving ; Grain and Fruits Give Promise of A 


Way to the Dairy Farmer 
Southern Alberta has never figured 
much in the dairying industry of the 


province, though this was thirty 


years ago the centre of the greatest 
ranching country in Canada. But 


with the advent of irrigation and the 
consequent cultivation of alfalfa, 
which has proved so successful, a 
new era is opening out before the 
dairy man, Alfalfa’ means cheap 
milk and plenty of it. Then there is 
ensilage. Thé irrigated. farm is prov- 
ing to be especially adapted to grow- 
ing ensilage, and the development of 
the sunflower as an ensilage food 
promises great things, The possibil- 
ity of growing thirty or forty tons 
of ensilage to the acre on Southern 
Alberta's irrigated lands is not long 
going to escape the notice of the far- 
mer who wants to make dairying the 
basis of his farming operations, The 
fact that southern Alberta winters are 
generally mild adds to the attraction 
of this district for the dairy man, 


Good Outlook in Manitoba 

“Never have I seen crop conditions 
more hopeful,” declares James H, 
vans, deputy minister of agriculture 
for Manitoba, in a report on crop 
conditions in Central and Southern 
parts of that province, “There is

Heavy Yield 
Prospects of the biggest crop in 
the history of the Okanagan valley 
in British Columbia are held out by 
Hon. E, D, Barrow, minister of agri- 
culture, who has just returned from 
that district. 


“The season has been late, but the 
crop prospects are eceptionally good, 
The growers are optimistic, and a|

Okanagan were in splendid condition. ! 
In fact, I never saw better, Alfalfa | 
crops are good, too, while in the | 
south the fruit orchards are more | 
plentiful and in stronger bearing this | 
year.” 

“There has been a little late frost, 
but it did no serious damage, Where 
patches of tomatoes were affected, 
the growers were in time to replant. 
In the Vernon and Kelowna districts 
there are from 12,000 to 14,000 acres 
planted in onions and these, also, are 
doing remarkably well, 


“All through the Okanagan district 
there is a shortage of labor, At Ke- 
lowna, the government labor agent 
told me he could place 400 men if he 
could get them. He had one notice 
up calling for 100 men to dig ditches 
at $5 a day.” 

Whereever he went, said the min- 
ister of agriculture, he heard the same 
cry for men, “No man willing to 
work need be looking for a job today, 
so long as he is willing to go and 
work in the country.” , 


up-root disease in Canadian farm 
stock, Indeed, it may turn out to be 
the most benefiicial part of the plan 
now under way to combat disease in 
livestock hy the co-ordinated efforts 
of Dominion and provincial govern- 
fents, farmers and packers. 

The public has, within the last few 
years, been awakened to the enorm- 
ous loss of human life, shown to be 
a greater mortality than that of war, 
resulting from tubercular disease. Yet 
the transmission of tuberculosis from 
farm products to humans has never 
received from the public a thousandth 
part of the attention it demands, 
Physicians have fought the disease in 
every thinkable way except one. Cli- 
nics have been opened in large cen- 
tres throughout the world; expensive 
sanatoria have been built; preventa- 
tive treatment has been widely taught 
through nursing institutes and even 
the public schools. None of these, 
however, has struck so radically at 
the root of the cause of human dis- 
ease—the presence of tuberculosis in 
domestic livestock—as the new move- 
ment to eradicate disease from am- 
ong farm animals, If for this feature 
of national health and the preserva- 
tion of human life alone the move- 
ment claims the whole-hearted sup- 
port of all who have a better, wider 
and more humanitarian hope for the 
mass of the Canadian people. 

An encouraging beginning has been 
made, A definite plan of work has 
been framed to co-ordinate the effort 
to combat disease in animals, It will 
be plain to farmers and stockmen that 
better prices will follow the raising 
of better stock—better because heal- 
thier, more robust animals will feed 
well and make heavier weiglits in re- 
turn for the expenditure of feed and 
labor, 

Much could be done through direct 
aid- by farmers and stockmen them- 
selves, Everyone knows that the 
“government can’t do it all.” In 
South Dakota, where a similar plan 
is under way, it was recognized that 
one health officer could not inspect 
a large number of animals in many 
townships. A committee was there- 
fore appointed by stockmen and far- 
mers among themselves. Each com- 
mittee-man became a deputy health 
officer, Community meetings were 
held. People generally began to talk 
of better, disease-free cattle, and in 
all there was a spirit of general im- 
provement, Good results are being 
reported dnd the work is going vig- 
orously and continuously forward, 

Our fight is especially against tub- 
erculosis in cattle. A farmer often 
wonders why his steers and heifers 
in spite of good heavy feeding, do 
not thrive. A tuberculin test would 
probably reveal the cause, The Do- 
minion Minister of Agriculture, Dr, S, 
F, Tolmie, in the house of commons 
on May 14, stated that the intention 
was to establish small centres of ac- 
credited disease-free herds, By this 
means, the Health of Animals branch 


| hoped to climinate tuberculosis from 


Dominion pure-breds, But the work 
would not be confined to pure-bred 
stock if present proposals are carried 
out, 


Hog cholera seems to have been 
more effectively restricted here than 
in the United States. Latest returns 
show that only one half of one per- 
cent of our hogs are touched with this 
disease, The cleansing of our live 
stock also includes the eradication of 
other diseases, Contagious abortion 
and sterility have to be overcome, 
matters of health in animals which 
will have far-reaching results, When 
it is remembered that over one bil- 
lion dollars are invested in Dominion 
livestock, it will be plain that if a 
saving of only one percent can be ef- 
fected by prevention of disease, it re- 
presents a value of $10,000,000 to our 
farmers, 

The committee recently appointed, 
including representatives of the Gov- 
ernment departments, livestock pro- 
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When the Canadian seed Growers’ 
Association was organized in 1904 it 
adopted a system of selection suited 
to the peculiarities of leading farm 
crops and aiming at their improve- 
ment. The wheat crop naturally oc- 
cupied first attention. At that time 
the varieties grown commonly 
throughout the country were more or 
less mixed. In the West, Red Fife 
was the leading sort, while certain 
cross-bred varieties such as Preston 
were receiving considerable attention 
owing to their early ripening ability. 
In Red Fife there were commonly 
found certain aberrant types believed 
to be of inferior quality and whose 
eradication was therefore sought. On 
the other hand, it was believed that 
the system of selection adopted by 
the Association, namely mass-selec- 
tion, would have a beneficial effect, 
That such improvement actually 
took place there is ample evidence. 
We have today certain strains of 
Red Fife, for example, which grow- 
ers refuse to abandon, as they find 
that no varieties with which their se- 
lected strain has been compared is 
able to outyield the latter on their 
particular farms. As pure seed be- 
came more and more available and 
as these important strains became 
fully appreciated the production of 
wheat naturally increased and became 
extended to a considerable extent. 

As the scientific breeding and se- 
lection of wheat became developed at 
experimental stations in this and 
other countries, a quicker means of 
obtaining purity of type canie into 
operation. It was discovered that 
plants like wheat, which in the main 
are self-fertilized, will reproduce its 
characteristics ‘relatively true from 
generation to generation when a sin- 
gle head is used as the = starting 
point, The so-called “head row” 
method of selection at experimental 
stations has therefore become univ- 
ersally practised, with the result that 
members of the Association have been 
able to start in with relatively pure 
strains instead of having te purify 
them by the slower process of mass- 
selection. The chief problem of the 
members of the Association growing 
seed at present revolves itself large- 
ly into that of maintaining the purity 
of the strain and of propagating the 
same so as to be able to supply con- 
siderable quantites of seed wheat 
which may go out to the trade in 
sealed sacks as what is known as 
“Registered” Seed. 

While wheat is normally seli-fer- 
tilizing, yet it is now known that 
cross-fertilization may occasionally 
take place, This fact provides an op- 
portunity for the individual grower to 
make a still further advance by isol- 
ating strains possessing qualities of 
greater value than the parent stock, 
Realizing this, a,number of growers 
are carrying on head-row selection 
work on their own farms. -The im- 
portance of encouraging this sort of 
work can scarcely be estimated, It 
is a notorious fact that some of our 
best varieties of wheat have been de- 
veloped by individual farmers. (Red

Fife for example, was isolated and 
developed by David Fife, of Peter- 
borough county, Ontario, Our lead- 
ing autumn wheat, namely Dawson’d 
Golden Chaff, was developed by a 
Mr. Dawson living in Waterloo coun- 
ty, Ontario. The Kitchener wheat, 
which is becoming quite popular, es- 
pecially in Southwestern Saskatche- 
wan, where moisture is usually at a 
premium, was produced by Mr, Seag- 
er Wheeler, of Rosthern, Saskatche- 
wan, being selected out of the well- 
known Marquis wheat. A somewhat 
similar selection, registered under the 
name of Kichener-D, has also been 
selected out of Marquis by Mr. F. J. 
Dash of Hillesden, Sask An early 
strain of Red Fife wheat, which in 
some parts of the west has given 
good satisfaction was selected by a 
Mr. Smith, of Saskatoon, Sask. The 
Marquis variety, which has been such 
an enormous boon to Western Can- 
ada, was produced at the central ex- 
perimental farm, . Ottawa, is being 
grown and re-selected by a large 
number of members of the Associa- 
tion at present. This variety has 
not reproduced absolutely true, . as 
one might expect in view of its ovig- 
in, being a cross-bred sort. Tigepe 
ordinary field of Marquis one “can 
find a greater or lesser number of 
chaffed forms bearing bearded forms, 
chaffed forms bearing long awns, or 
velvet chaffed forms and many other 
which might be mentioned. The or- 
dinary system of mass-selection, hav- 
ing failed to rid the variety of. these 
forms, a number of growers have in- 
troduced the head-row system. Pro- 
bably the best work along this line 
has been done by Mr, W. Lang, of In- 
dian Head, Sask., who each year con- 
ducts a special head row plot with a 
view to isolating not only the pure 
strains but superior strains for pro- 
pagation by the Angus McKay Farm 
Seed Company, of which he is a 
member. Formerly much difficulty 
was experienced by the continued re- 
appearance of the aberrant types 
mentioned above. Nowadays, how- 
ever, thanks to Mr, Lang’s patient 
effort, the company is able to prop- 
agate on a very large scale, a pure 
and productive strain, 

The value of the work being ggitr- 
formed with wheat, especially in 
Western Canada, by the large num- 
ber of members now operating, is 
making itself felt very widely. It is 
extending rapidly and will probably 
develop still more rapidly. 

With the great care which mem- 
bers have come to devote to the se- 
lection of their seed, has naturally 
come a greater consideration of prop- 
er methods of soil cultivation, It 
has been shown that the proper 
treatment of the soil has an enormous 
influence on the success of a given 
variety and to quite an extent on the 
date at which.it matures, This fact, 
together with the fact that there are 
now available certain varicties and 
strains, will result in wheat being 
produced successfully under  condi- 
tions which formerly were consider- 
ed inimical to the profitable growing 
of this great cereal.

Ensilage and Baby Beef 


Twenty-eight head of eleven-month 
old cattle have just been sold from 
the supply farm of the Canadian Pac- 
ific: Railway at Strathmore, Alberta. 
These animals brought an average 
price of $109.90 per head. Their av- 
erage weight was 721 pounds each, 
so that the price of this baby beef 
was $5.25 per hundred pounds. 

Ensilage constituted a large propor- 
tion of the ration and contributed to 
the financial success of this feeding 
enterprise in a season when the price 
of all foods is high, and when it has 
been a difficult matter to make money 
in feeding beef.

The Sheep Industry of Western Can- 
ada Has Increased Very 
Remarkably 


The gathering of the first crop of 
the season in western Canada—wool 
—will soon be in full swing. The 
lambing season is over and an aver- 
age gain is reported, and now ar- 
rangements are being made for clip- 
ping. This year farmers in the three 
prairie provinces will have more wool 
than ever for sale and are looking 
forward to a somewhat higher price 
than last year, when they sold $3,695,- 
000 pounds of wool at an average 
price of about 58 cents a pound, 

During recent years the sheep in- 
dustry in Western Canada has in- 
creased remarkably well among small 
farmers, who have found the coun- 
try exceedingly well adapted to the 
needs of these animals, and that they 
pay immensely. In the province of 
Saskatchewan it is anticipated that 
the quantity of wool produced on the 


pounds greater than the output from 


the same source last year. As the

Rotating Sheep Pastures 


Lambs Especially Find New Grass 
More Easily Digested 


Sheep cannot reasonably be expect 
ed to remain healthy and free from 
parasites peculiar to sheep if they 
are kept year after year on the same 
permanent pasture, and especially if 
the pastures are low and lacking in 
mineral matters. Sheep deplete soil 
of needed minerals. In time they fail 
to find needed supplies arid suffer ac- 
cordingly. That is true of any kind 
of animal. They also taint permanent 
pastures with the parasites peculiar to 
their kind, 

For best results, therefore, it is im- 
perative that sheep have frequent 
changes of pasture, that a “fresh bite” 
be had, that grass may not be too 
closely bitten, that worms therefore 
will be less likely to infest them and 
that they may have a surer supply 
of mineral matters as well as organic 
matters in their feed. Lambs espec- 
ially must have new seeding each 
spring. On the sheep-tainted and 
contaminated pastures they infest 
themselves with worms. On new 
grass they escape worms and besides 
that, find such grass more palatable 
and easily masticated and digested. 
The other lesson is that rams, so far 
as possible, always should come from 
a “hardier” district that that in which 
the ewes haye been bred. The same 
line of blood may be maintained but 
the ram used annually should, if pos- 
sible, be one raised outside of the 
immediate district in which the ewes 
have been produced, and from a dis- 
trict that is better adapted and more 
healthy for sheep. ‘
